Women Asked To 
Pay $100 Month 
Or Be ‘ Pulled’’ 


Sensations Provided at Today's Session of Police Investigation by 
Member of City Police Morality Department, Tells ere onvers 
sations with Keepers of Disorderly Places Who Believed They 
Must Pay—Why Houses Were Not Closed—Mayor McNa- 
mara Speaks of Changes He Sought to Make. 


C. Lancey and his chief morality offi- 


Startling disclosures regarding the inaction of Ex-Chief A, 
in the service of the city police, 


cer, Inspector Seymour, were made by Richard Fryant, a detective 


morality division, at the police inquiry today. 
Fryant said that he had spoken to Lancey and Lancey had referred him to Seymour, telling him 


that he must take his orders from Seymour. When he spoke to Seymour, the latter referred him back 
to Lancey, saying that he (Seymour) had to take his orders “from above” just as Fryant had to. 

Witness said he spoke daily to Seymour about disorderly houses and asked why they were not 
pulled. He thought Seymour got tired of him telling him about them, Not a raid was made for about 
six weeks prior to Lancey’s dismissal. The night after Lancey’s dismissal Seymour told him to get 
into the car with him. They went and visited several houses and arrested a number of girls, 

Some of the girls had their trunks packed and were ready to move out, having already shipped 
their furniture. They said, ‘They guessed the town was on the bum.’ They were going back to 


Montana, 

Carman Daly, who kept a house of prostitution at 632 Kinistino, and May Smith, her pariner, told 
Fryant that William Wheeler had asked them for $100 a month, or he would close them up. He told 
them he was the ‘‘official fixer.’ They afterwards gave as the reason why they were ‘‘pulled”’ the tact 
that they had not paid. 

Mayor McNamara occupied the stand during the greater part of the morning telling of his dis- 
missal of Chief Carpenter and the reasons why he subsequently asked Commissioner Booth to dismiss 
Lancey. He denied that he had promised the position of chief of police to Lancey prior to his election 
as mayor, 

Some time after his appointment Lancey told him, said the mayor, 
instructions were rather hard and that they would hurt the mayor, meaning politically. 
said he told Lancey to carry out Booth’s orders no matter who was hurt. 

Mr. Biggar asked the mayor if Lancey was not one of the men of whom it might be said “Save me 
from my friends.” Mayor McNamara said he did not consider that Lancey did disobey orders in 
order to help him politically and he did not think that Lancey was responsible for collecting money 
from houses of prostitution. He believed when he appointed Lancey that he was the man to clean 
up the city.

Berlin, June 18—According to a story 
in the Aben Post, troubles have arisen 
from the marriage of Prince Oscar and 
Countess Ina, each family making con- 
ditions unacceptable to the other. 

The Kalser, it is reported, insists 
that the countess undertake not to ap- 
pear at any of the court functions, 
in order that the difficult problem as 


to her precedence muy be avoided. 

A similar problem in connection 
with the morganatic marriage of the 
Austrian heir apparent created tfn- 
soluble difficulty at Vienna. Countess 
Ina's family is unwilling to agree to 
this condition. Inasmuch as the mor- 
ganatic marriage is considered as 
founding an entirely new family, the 
Katser will grant the family a new 
name, and Prince Oscar will be paid a 
lump sum instead of his princely al- 
lowance.

Ottawa, June 18.--After a day of 
unusual excitement the third sesslon of 
the twelfth parliament prorogued yes- 
terday one and a half hours behind the 
scheduled time, At 4.30, instead of 3 
o'clock, as originally planned, ITIR.H. 
the Duke of Connaught arrived on 
Parliament Hill, accompanied by a 
military escort, while the guns boomed 
forth the usual salute from Nepean 
point. In the senate chamber there 
was a fair attendance of soclety people, 
while the galleries were crowded.

The citizens here are now wondering 
whether Black Diamond or United Olls 
will be the first to bring in the next 
well, . 


Flurry in Black Diamond. 

Locally there is stilla steady constant 
trading In oll stocks, both of companies 
{n the Calgary and the northern fields. 
Yesterday the feature of the market 
was Black Diamond, which 1s showing 
still more favorable indications of an 
early strike than before. Tho news 
from the south that Managing Director 
G. E. Buck had sald that Biack Dia- 
mond would make a strike within four 
days caused a flurry in the stock, 
which went up a few notches, 

Excitement at Mundare. 

Another district which has just ex- 
perienced a little oil excitement of Its 
own is Mundare, on the Canadian 
Northern line east. The story is that 
a Russian homesteader, while digging 
a well In that vicinity last week en- 
countered a strong flow of gas—so 
strong, In fact, that when a match was 
lit the gas Ignited and went up at least 
100 feet in the air. The homesteader 
and his brother were excited and sur- 
prised. They filled up the well and 
brought the news to the city, where- 
upon F. A. Beddard went out to Mun- 


dare and saw the charred cribbing. 
Mr. Beddard and his friends have! 
blanketed about 1,400 acres and will 


drill for gas and oll there, as it is 
stated that other wells in the vicinity 
also show distinct traces of ofl and 
shoot up gas with considerable force.

ACQUITTED: ACGUSED 


-QNVEN BiG OVATION 


Popular Verdict Rendered by| 
Jury in Chinese Laundry- 
man Murder Case. 


WHOLE COUNTRYSIDE FOR 
FORTY MILES CELEBRATE 


Carried Shoulder High - by! 
Friends When Discharged 
by Chief Justice, 


Kindersley, Sask., June 13,—R. A. 
Ifardy, postmaster at Fiske, was yes- 
terday acquitted of the charge of mur- 
dering Lee Yuen, a Chinese laundry- 
man of Fiske. The verdict was ren- 
dered at 22:05 last night, 

The case was presided over by Chief 
Justice Haultain, and when the fore- 
man rose to render the verdict, the 
court room was packed to suffocation, 
with crowds fighting outside to get in. 
Immediately the Jury’s finding was an- 
nounced, vigorous applause broke out 
which swelled into a cheer, and there 
Was a rush to congratulate Hardy. The 
tumult grew, and his lordship's state- 
ment to the acquitted postmaster, ‘You | 
are discharged,” were only heard by 
those crowded by the throng against 
the bench. Efforts to quiet the ebul- 
lition were fruitless and as Hardy 
stepped from the dock he was seized 
and carried shoulder high by his 
friends. Among the crowd outside wan 
the local band, which at once struck 
up and led a long procession down the 
street. On the street corner, Hardy 
made a short speech. He said the 
strain upon himself had been almost 
unbearable on account of hia wife's 
serious condition, and he thanked the 
crowd for the demonstration. 

At a late hour l@t night, the dem- 
onstration is still at its height, practi- 
cally every member of the pop ulation 
and the farmers and villagers for 40 
m files around being here, 

He was charged with the murder of 
Tee Yuen, the Chinaman found dying 
from a wound tn the throat, mentioning 
his name before death ensued, His 
lordship in addressing the jury point- 
ed out that the evidence of the doctors 
who conducted the post mortem was 
conflicting, two holding the theory of 
suicide presented by the defence was 
improbable, while the third favored 
that theory, He added that there did 
not seem to be any reason why the 
Chinaman should have committed 
sulcide. The chief justice also re- 
ferred to the shortage of money in the 
post office and mentioned by the post 
office inspector, and said there was 
no connection whatever between that 
and the crime Hardy was charged with. 
YP, BR. McKenzie of Saskatoon, acted as 
crown prosecutor and J. F, Bryant, of 
Negina, as counsel for the defence.

Col. Roosevelt Gets Report. in 
Sarcastic Vein on Lan- 
dor’s Trip, 


ASKED GOVERNMENT FOR 
LOAN FIFTY SOLDIERS 


Requested Subsidy of $40,000, 
Finally Agreeing to 
Take $10,000 


Taris, June 13.—Col, Rondon’s report 
on Mr. Landor’s South American ex- 
ploration trip, given out by Col. Roose- 
velt last night, which is couched in a 
sarcastic vein, givesan alleged detailed 
history of the exploration trip. It says 
Mr. Landor applied to” the Urazillan 
government for an astronomer, A 
botanist, a zoologist, and a geologist, 
and an escort of fifty soldiers with a 
field gun for protection in case the 
explorer was attacked by Indians. This 
jatter request war refused, it being 
pointed out to Mr. Landor that it was 
illegal to Interfere with the Indians, 

Col. Rondon says Mr. Landor then 
requested a subsidy of over $40,000 
from the Bravillan government, de- 
claring that a number of governments 
jhad placed large sums at his disposal 
for exploration, notably the United 
States for his work in the Philippines. 
Col. Rondon says he finally agreed to 
accept $10,000, 

Col, Rondon, who was loaned by the 
iBrazilian government to Mr, Landor 
in every way, declares that he mapped 
out an Itinerary for Mr. Landor “wor- 
thy the fame of the explorer martyr 
of Tibet.” He chose for him, he says, 
a@ route leaving Dananal, state of Sao 
Paulo, and following the = eleventh 
parallel to the Mamore river in Bolivia. 
The explorer set out provided with tn- 
troductions to the local governors. At 
Goyaz, Brazil, he was allowed by the 
governor of the state to teke four pou- 
HMeemen with him from that district to 
Diamantino, state of Matto Grosso, 
Brazil, and also was accompanied by 
Lieutenants Pyrneus de Sousa and 
Tiera, who afterwards were members 
of the Roosevelt expedition. 

From Diamintino, according to Col. 
Rondon, Mr, Landor took the “com- 
mercial” route to Santarem, state of 
Para, Brazil, es far as Sao Manoel. 
There he recured a pide, but the two 
men got lost in the forest and returned 
to Sao Manoel after flve days. Then 
Mr. Landor went down the Tepajos 
river to Sao Luis, where he took a 
steamboat to Manaos; wiring the geo- 
graphical society on the way that he 
had accomplished his purpose of cross- 
ing the wilderness of Brazil to the 
Madera river, 

This was equivocal, according to 
Col. Rondon, as it failed to explain his 
route. 

While with Mr. Landor, Col, Rondon 
sald, Landor took no astronomical ob- 
servations and that he saw no astrono- 
mical instrument in his baggage.

WHY NOT CO-OPERATION IN 
SELLING DEBENTURES? 
The success with which the system of marketing school 
bonds through the Debenture Branch established by the Pro- 
vincial Department of Education suggests that the towns and 
cities and village communities of Alberta might adopt some 
: such method in the sale of their debentures. In the case of 

the smaller rural school districts, which had only small blocks 
of bonds to offer for sale, they were often made the victims 
of sharp practice on the part of agents of school supply houses 
who undertook to sell their bonds, securing in return very 
often the right to supply all the school materials required. The 
bonds were often sold at exceedingly low rates and on poor 
terms, with the result that often the school districts were kept 
waiting for months for the money after their bonds had been 
marketed. 

The larger issues offered by towns and cities usually were 
sold to better advantage as they were advertised and com- 
petition induced. Still, the system left much to be desired, 
as has been shown since the department of education establish- 
ed its Debenture Branch. It is the business of the trained 
financial man at the head of this branch to watch for oppor- 
tunities in the money market and place the bonds at the right 
moment and in the right place. The first requirement of a 
good bargain is to find the man who is most in want of what 
you have to sell; you are likely to get a much better price from 
him than from a man who is already loaded up with the com- 
modity which you are offering. 

It is not difficult to see that money could be saved in the 
marketing of municipal debentures, just as has been done in 
the case of school debentures. The two methods by which that 
could be done are by eliminating as far as possible the losses 
due to sudden fluctuations of the market and secondly by re- 
ducing the cost of selling the debentures. Bond distribution 
on the present basis costs too much. Why should there not 
be a municipal bond debenture branch, established either by 
the Government or by co-operation among the municipalities 
themselves? 

At the present time various municipalities in the province 
are bidding against each other in the money market, when by 
proper system of co-operation municipalities might strengthen 
rather than weaken each other’s position in the market. In 
addition, the large commission now paid to banks and financial 
agents would be put down and standardized into a fixed rate 
determined by the cost of operating the debenture selling de- 
partment. 


MARKET OF ONE HUNDRED 
MILLION PEOPLE. 


Another session of the Canadian Parliament has come to 
end without anything having been done by the dominion poli- 
tical party to give the farmers of this country the wider markets 
which are the great necessity of Canadian agriculture today. 
Figures to hand regarding the latest census returns in the 
United States show that the population of the nation to south 
is only one million less than the hundred million mark. 

This is the market which the Liberals sought tu open to} 
the Canadian producers in 1914. It is a market dotted with 
cities which must bring their food supplies from varying dis- 
iances. It is dotted with such cities as New York, with a 
population of more than five million; Chicago, with two mil- 
lions and a half; Philadelphia with upwards of a million and a 
half; Boston and Cleveland with something like seven or eight 
hundred thousand; Buffalo, Milwaukee and Minneapolis ap- 
proaching the half million mark; and several score of others 
with populations running into the hundreds of thousands— 
all consuming tremendous quantities of food supplies and all 
bringing their supplies from considerable distances. 

Of the cities in the Eastern States many are closer to 
Ontario farms than they are to the American districts from 
which they have drawn their food supplies, Boston and the! 
smaller cities of New England are within comparatively easy |

jthe other hand, if it has been driven 
carefully and only a few hours a day, 
this procedure should not be neces- | 
sary; in fact, a good car operated un-} 
der such conditions will run indefinite: | 
hiv vith but very little attention, | 

In all cases, however, the car i 
be carefully inspected at regular inter 
yale: the motor shonld be tested for 
compression, all wiring and electric al 
connections should be examined; the! 
carburetor and strainer should be! 
drained; the brakes should be inspect | 
ed; the battery should be tested and | 
all bolts and nuts should be tixhtened | 
at intervals. | 

In case it is deemed necessary to| 
completely overhaul the car, this 
work should be done by one who thor- 
oughly understands that partiowar, 
car, and in ease the owner himself is} 
technically Inclined and desires to elth-| 
er supervise or actually do this work, 
hie shculd first familiarize himself with | 
the fundamentals of automobile re-| 
paring, 

Automobile overhauling is essential- 
ly a process of general cleaning, In- 
spection, tightening-up and readjust- | 
ling, Involving, perhaps, some minor re- |

The first step in overhauling a car) 
is to clean every part thoroughly, It 
makes no difference how often and | 
carefully {it has been washed, there ig | 
nearly always an accumulation of dirt 
and grease on the exposed parts and, 
ne a thorough inspection is to be made,

Before dismantling any part it is 
advisable to provide a number of boxes 
of varying sizes, each box to receive 
the constituent parts of one unit of 
the car. For example, one box should | 
he devoted to the smaller parts of the 
motor, one to the rear axle, another 
to the transmission, eto. This proced- 
ure will greatly simplify and expedite 
the re-assembling of any unit taken 
apart.

No nails should protrude from the 
boards, alley-way, yards or chute, 
with which the hogs can come in con- 
tact. 

Then, In unloading hogs at the 
scales, they should not be punched 
with the wagon rod, as is often done, 
because every time {t causes a nasty, 
round bruised spot, and generally on 
the highest priced pleces of meat, the 
bacon and ham. ‘ 

A hog should never be struck on the 
body, but always on the, snout. 

If the shippers, in loading into the 
cars and unloading, will use the same 
care and attention, the hogs can be 
marketed {n a much better condition, 
and the result will be that a much 
larger percentage of the Alberta pro- 
duct will bring the highest market 
price, and therefore more revenue and 
profit to the hog industry in the pro- 
vince,
